Spctch of Young Writer Impress** 


Columnist With Meaning of Freedom 


BY JOSEPH ALSOP 


Westport, N. Y.—In the mid- 


die of the American holiday 
weekend, all comfortable ease 


and easy plea- 
sure, the Pol- 
ish 
ghosts 


made their un- 
comf o r t a b 1 e 
entrance. They 
stalked into 
our midst, as 
it were, from 
the pages of 
an idly glanc- 
ed at maga- 
zine. 


It may seem a little odd that 


a young Pole grown to man- 
hood under communism should 
have far more to say about 
freedom than .all the Fourth of 
July orators in all our 48 states. 
But there were his words, sear- 
ing as acid, glowing with a 


Alsop 


strange, 
cold courage. 
His 


words seemed a little out of 
place in the fairly prim pages 
of the English monthly, "En- 
counter," and most certainly 
they sounded bitterly rebuking 
to this complacent nation that 
should be freedom's citadel. 


If you doubt that freedom is 


the most precious gift of all, 
listen to these words of Marek 
Hlasko, the most talented and 
most strange of Poland's young- 
er writers. Ponder well Hlas- 
ko's daring yet superb cry of 
defiance. 


"The worst thing about to- 


talitarianism is that it kills the 
imagination. (As a Pole) what 
I feel most deeply is the dra- 
matic impossibility of convey- 
ing one's own experience. The 
intellectuals (in the west whom 
I have met) haven't that horri- 
ble daily experience. That's 


why I have the Impression that 
it's'quite impossible for me to 
tell them anything. If I told 
them that the workers' deepest 
dream is to get drunk, in order 
to forget himself for two hours, 
to forget himself completely, 
they wouldn't believe me; but 
it's a fact. 


Hard'to Accept Life 


"The misfortune of the man 


who lives in a totalitarian coun- 
try it the feeling, a feeling that 
never leaves him, of the gro- 
tesqueness ,and ridiculousness 
of one's own self—the reduc- 
tion of dreams—the reduction 
of desire—the moral atrophy— 
the inability to react to the vile- 
ness one sees at every step on 
every day. Acceptance of the 


truth of one's own life is the 
hardest thing possible (yet it is 
the only way) for a man who 
has no prospect before him to 
defend himself against that 
truth." 


Others majr not be so affect- 


ed, but as I'read those words 
of Hlasko's, the pleasant sights 
and sounds of the present—the 
speedboat with the water-skiers 
swooping on the lake, the sun 
gilding the water, the'ice in the 
pre-luncheon drink .cheerfully 
rattling in the shaker—sudden- 
ly became curiously insubstan- 
tial. Another vision ,obstinate- 
ly intruded, of a dreary bar 
in Warsaw, with a circle of ad- 
mirers surrounding a young 
man who was flushed with 


drink and angry with the world. 
who quite astonishingly 
bled the dead movie actor, 
James Dean. 


That was Hlasko as I brief- 


ly saw him. Because his bru- 
tally realistic, bitterly pessi- 
mistic, yet somehow moving 
and stoically noble novels and 
short stories have made him 
the hero of the Polish youth 
and a chief villain of the com- 
munists. 


Now, 
moreover, as I saw 


Hlasko in my mind's eye, that 
picture of the past brought back 
another Warsaw picture. I saw 
the fine-boned, hawk-like face 
of the young Polish philosopher 
Kulakowski—a face alight with 
intelligence, earnest with mor- 
al purpose, but made strange 
by the black steel teeth that 
the dentist behind the Iron Cur- 
tain supplied for all but the 


most privileged. I sought out 


resem- Kulakowsqi in Warsaw, because 


he is surely the most interesting 
and original philosopher writing 
about politics in our time and he 
has the courage, the consider- 
able courage, to talk at some 
length with a western reporter. 


Good, Evil Real 


Kulakowski 
is interesting, 


above all, because he so bold- 
ly and confidently insists upon 
the reality of good and evil—a 
reality that is oft forgotten in 
the free half of the world. The 
good of this professed commu- 
nist philosopher is human free- 
dom, his evil is enslavement, 
and all of Kulakowski's writing 
is an astounding, daring trum- 
pet call to freedom's defense.

t retired trial court judge, as commissioner 
to preside over the hearings that have been 
ordered to inquire into the several charges 
of misconduct against the sheriff. 


There are obvious political considera- 


tion* in this campaign against the officer. 
Judge Sachtjen has the experience and the 


acumen to recognize them and to evaluate 
them accurately. 


Yet the charges, however they are tested 


in the formal hearings, are serious charges 
and the governor doubtless had no alterna- 
tive under the laws that set out his duties 
in these matters. 


The governor's own explanation of his 


order for the hearings was judicious. 


No one can quarrel with his statement 


that "if Sheriff Skenandore is innocent of 
the charges made against him, he is en- 
titled to exoneration. 


"By the same token, if his conduct is 


actionable, the proper steps must be taken." 


The governor knows what the proper 


steps are. The law explicitly gives him the 
duty and the power to remove a county of- 
ficer, for cause and after an open hearing 
and a record. 


The record will speak for itself. Let the 


record be made. 


Providing tor Parks and Schools 


The Indianapolis News reports that that 


area's Metropolitan Plan commission has 
turned down a rezoriing application for a 
214-unit residential development 
outside 


the city because no land was set aside for a 
park and a school. Hereafter, the commis- 
sion announced, any real estate developer 
who wants to get his plans by the commis- 
sion will have to make both park and school 
aitet available. 


The newspaper points out that, 'ai Indi- 


anapolis has grown rapidly in recent years, 
many new neighborhoods have developed 
without adequate park and school facilities. 
As a reault, it says, "The Indianapolis sub- 
urban area ... has far too many examples 
of subdivisions where living is inconvenient 
and unsatisfactory." Until the Metropolitan 
Plan commission was set up there was no 
agency that insisted on such requirements.

Way back at the time of the War of 1812 


the New England states, out of sympathy 
with the battles which cut into their com- 
merce, tried to restrict the use of their 
state militias. The Supreme Court of Mas- 
sachusetts held that only the individual 
state authorities could decide when the 
militia could be called, since the U. S. Con- 
stitution does not specifically give that au- 
thority to Congress or the president. The 
Connecticut legislature said the war was of- 
fensive and that the right of Congress re- 
garding the militias was limited to repel- 
ling invasion. Several other New England 
states refused to permit their respective 
guard units to serve outside the state bound- 
aries. Two states passed laws instructing 
courts to release minors in the militia to 
their parents, in complete contradiction 
to the federal enlistment act. 


Fortunately, the war did not last long. 


Finally in 1827 the matter of federal control 
of state militia came to the United States 
Supreme Court in the case of Martin vs. 
Mott. The highest court pointed out that 
the U. S. Constitution states that Congress

has the power "to provide for calling forth 
the Militia to execute the Laws of the Un- 
ion, suppress Insurrections, and repel In- 
vasions" and also may "provide for organ- 
izing, arming, and disciplining the Militia, 
and for governing such Part of them as 
may be employed in the Service of the 
United States.'1 By an act of 1795 Congress 
had delegated the authority to the presi- 
dent and the court held this quite legal. 
"We are of the opinion that the authority 
to decide whether an exigency has arisen 
belongs exclusively to the President, and 
that his decision is conclusive upon all 
other persons." 


Since the Constitution also names the 


president as "commander-in-chief of the 
militia when called into actual service of 
the United States," the court further held 
that the president "is necessarily consti- 
tuted the judge of the existence of the 
exigency in the first instance, and is bound 
to act according to his belief of the facts. If 
he does so act, and decides to call forth the 
militia, his orders for this purpose are in 
strict conformity with the provisions of the 
law; and it would seem to follow as a neces- 
sary consequence that every act done by a 
subordinate officer, in obedience to such 
orders, is equally justifiable. The law con- 
templates (that) orders shall be given to 
carry the power into effect, and it cannot 
therefore be a correct inference that any 
other person has a just right to disobey 
them." 


Of course, Supreme Courts through his- 


tory have reversed decisions of previous 
courts, but it is highly unlikely in this era 
of national supremacy that such would hap- 
pen to Martin vs. Mott. Gov. Griffin's execu- 
tive order may delay things a while, but it 
was actually reversed some 130 years ago.

Too Much Giveaway in Bill 
Granting Alaska Statehood 


From Rep. Melvin R. Laird, 
Seventh district. 


Action on the 36-page bill 


providing statehood for Alas- 
ka, was not a simple vote on 
'statehood. I believe a ma- 
jority of the people of our 
district favor statehood for 
Alaska. However, I do not 
believe that they favor state- 
hood for Alaska at any price. 
The statehood bill would 
have passed by a vote of 
four to one, had it not been 
for several very controversi- 
al sections included in this 
legislation. T voted to bring 
this bill up for consideration 
with the hope that the house 
would delete the undesira- 
ble provisions. 


Alaska is not becoming a 


state by treaty 
arrange- 


ment, as it is owned by the 
United Stales. The bill as 
acted upon by the House 
provides that 27 per cent of 
the land in Alaska, or 102 
million acres, will be given 
as an outright gift to this 
new state. The 102 million 
acres in the Alaska territory 
would be given to the new 
state by allowing the state 
at any time during the next 
25 years to select its acre- 
age. All mineral and timber 
rights on this land would be 
transferred from the federal 
government to Alaska. 


In effect, if any oil or min- 


eral deposits arc discovered 
within the next 25 years, this 
would be the acreage claim- 
ed by the state. Thia proced- 


crcation of other western 
states. For example, 85 per 
cent of the land in the State 
of Washington and 84 per 
cent of the land of the State 
of Nevada are 
currently 


owned by the federal gov- 
ernment. These states at no 
time were granted such vast 
unidentified tracts of land 
for disposition, private sale 
or exploitation. It has al- 
ways been considered that 
these lands were the proper- 
ty of all the people of the 48 
states. Sale or disposition of 
this land was a matter to be 
decided by the federal con- 
gress, not the state legisla- 
ture. 


Personally I could not with 


good 
conscience 
support 


transferring 
the 
title of 


more than 25 million acres 
of federally-owned land in 
the territory of Alaska to the 
•new state. It would be a 
great mistake to transfer the 
timber, 
mineral 
and oi! 


rights to more than this 
amount of land to the pro- 
posed new state of Alaska. 


There is no question in my 


mind that the 190,000 people 
nf Alaska should be granted 
statehood. However, Alaska 
should become a state under 
the same terms and condi- 
tions by which our other 
western states were admit- 
ted. I am sure that the Unit- 
ed States Senate will not 
support the land grant pro- 
visions of the House-passed 
bill. The vote here in the

We hope our readers give 


us credit for being a little 
broader than to grumble 
simply because the stamp of 
secrecy deprives us of a lit- 
tle news copy. Actually, it 
works the other way. Where 
something is kept secret it 
usually produces more copy 
than when it is made freely 
open to the public. 


Our concern over the in- 


creasing number of bureau- 
crats who can lay th&ir 
hands on rubber 
stamps 


marked "secret" is quite 
fundamental. Except in rare 
instances, we object to of- 
ficialdom being the judge 
of what the American public 
ought to know. We feel that 
the right to know what our 
servant, the government, is 
about is basic to our way of 
life. It is akin to freedom of 
speech. 


The stamp of secrecy is 


often used in the name of 
national security, but to our 
mind there sometimes is 
nothing that more poorly 
serves the cause of our se- 
surity than a restriction on 
the exchange of ideas. Ex- 
cessive security regulations 
— issued in the name of na- 
tional security — h a v e 
stifled the nation's scientific 
progress, according to a cur- 
rent governmental subcom- 
mittee on availablity of in- 
formation. 


The committee b l a m e s 


this secrecy for the nation's 
loss of the first lap in the 
race into space, and con- 
cluded: "The only real na- 
tional security lies in scien- 
tific 
progress, 
and 
such 


progress relies heavily on a 
free exchange of ideas." 


The pressure of such com- 


mittees has done much in 
recent months to shake the 
deadwood out of secret fov-

Moss, chairman of the house 
government infor m a t i o n 
subcommittee, o u t l i n e d 
some of the moves at a 
meeting of newspaper pub- 
lishers. Developments of the 
past year, he said, range 
from abolishing tha Office 
of Strategic Information to 
getting the defense depart- 
ment to remove the security 
wraps from a report on 
bows and arrows. 


This is good, but we fear 


such committees 
will be 


fighting an uphill battle un- 
til we can get a new attitude 
of mind in government cir- 
cles. That attitude will have 
no time for the tremulous- 
ness which induces some of- 
"ficial to use the "secret" 
stamp as an easy and safe 
way out. Nor will it have 
patience with public serv- 
ants who get satisfaction 
from playing king-of-the-hill 
in the empire of informa- 
tion, 
or 
put 
themselves 


above everyone else in de- 
termining what information 
is "best" for the public to 
have. 


The attitude will be a 


sane realization that secre- 
cy is something that may be 
necessary 
on rare,

rare occasions, but that it 
serves the country and the 
people at home best when 
information is treated as 
something that belongs to 
the people and not to the of- 
ficials involved.

The case il- 
lustrates, however, that op- 
position to the death penal- 
ty can be based on grounds 
other than religious belief* 
and doubt that executing 
murderers deters other slay- 
ings. 


Mysteries 
of the mind 


have yet to be fully under- 
stood. A growing body of 
professional and lay opin- 
ion holds that the aged 
right-from-wrong test is in- 
adequate 
to 
determine 


whether persons can justly 
be held responsible for their 
criminal acts. 


Psychiatry may some day 


be able to tell with exacti- 
tude whether the Charles 
Starkweathers act wilfully 
or are moved by forces be- 
yond their control. Mean- 
while there will continue to 
be the nagging possibility 
that some persons society 
condemns to death are more 
sick than sinning.

ment made out of wood. Rela 
tively few attempted to build 
machinery such as feed mixers 
elevators or auger self-feeders 
Some farmers do build 
this 


type of equipment with factory 
like precision. 


Many farmers do their own 


engine tune-ups. Few have the 
tools to do complete machinery 
overhauls. 


In some cases a good shop 


will 
serve 
a neighborhood 


About one-third of the farmers 
said they would let neighbors 
use their power tools. 


Winter Safe Shops 


A good many farm shops are 


now heated for winter repair 
and maintenance work. In some 
of the shops, larger machinery 
can be driven directly into the 
shop. The newer farm shops 
frequently are made out 
of 


concrete blocks and have over- 
head doors. 


Huber and Harrington 
say 
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there's one distressing point in 
'arm shops. Few of them have 
;he proper safety guards and 
fire extinguishers. 


What tools did these farmers 


nave on hand? The engineers 
report that 94 per cent of the 
group had machinist or black- 
smith vises. Ninety-two per 
'cent had electric hand drills. 
Next in order of popularity 
were abrasive wheel grinders, 
air compressors, soldering ir- 
ons, hoists, arc or gas welders, 
drill presses, anvils, table saws, 
paint sprayers and pipe vises. 


Many of the farmers felt they 


could do more shop work, but 
reported that they did not have 
enough time because of daily 
chores.

ing hot summer months, and 
causes substantial losses in pro- 
duction. 


The disease usually starts as 


a small, red, wart-like growth 
on the colored part of the eye 
and is accompanied by the 
"weeping" discharge. Affected 
cattle also may show evidence 
of pain, especially when in 
strong 
sunlight. 
Temporary 


blindness may result. 


Young calves with pinkeye 


may be unable to follow their 
mothers around the pasture and 
older, temporarily blinded ani- 
mals, may easily injure them- 
selves. Also, cattle with ad- 
vanced pinkeye cannot graze 
efficiently. 


There are no specific vac- 


cines, bacterins or serums to 
prevent pinkeye. Veterinarians 
treat the disease medically, 
and 
recommend 
providing 


darkened shelter during the 
day, and placing feed and wa- 
ter so the animals do not have 
to. search for it.

Income From 
Farm Land 


To Nosedive 


Lowest Level Since 
1934 Seen as Price 
Continues to Rise 


BY OVID A. MARTIN 


Washington —Oft— The Agri- 


cultural Research service pre- 
dicted today that the income re- 
turn to farm land this year may 
be the lowest since 1934 despite 
recent increases in, farm prod- 
uct prices. 


The reason for. this is the 


prospect that farm land values, 
as reflected in land markets, 
will rise more than the amount 
of farm income left after pay- 
ing other farm costs. 


The return this year was ex- 


pected to fall below 3 per cent 
of the market value of the land. 
It was 3 per cent last year. 
The lowest previous return was 
2.8 per cent in 1934. 


Since the mid 1930s, the re- 


turn had reached a peak of 13.8 
per cent in the war year of 
1942. 


Counter Trend 


The service said that since 


1948 the trend in market val- 
ues of farm real estate has 
been counter to the trend in 
income available to land. 


Since 1910, the net returns to 


land have fluctuated considera- 
bly more than have interest 
rates and earnings on common 
stock, the service said. 


Officials said that land has 


become the only important pro- 
ductive resource whose sup- 
ply cannot be increased in re- 
sponse to demand. As a conse- 
quence, they said, it has been 
especially vulnerable to infla- 
tionary pressures since little or 
no new public lands have been 
available for farmsteading.

Sudan grass is an excellent 


supplement to pastures during 
the months of July and August. 
These months are the critical 
ones 
for 
meeting 
pasture 


needs. Growing conditions are 
not Ideal. Usually moisture is 


' lacking and the weather i» hot. 


A, few acres of Sudan grass 


will go a long way to fill the 
need during this period. Sudan 
grass stands dry weather very 
well and thrives during hot 
weather. It is a nutritious and 
palatable 
forage. 
This crop 


does best on fertile soil and is 
very easy to grow. 


Often farmers hesitate to use 


it because of the possibility of 
prussic acid poisoning. New va- 
rieties have lessened this dan- 
ger and this crop is safe to 
grass if it is managed right. 
Sudan grass should be planted 
shortly 
after 
corn 
planting 


time. 
For 
best results, 
it 


should not be sown for use as 
pasture after June 20. This crop 
is like corn in its soil require- 
ments. It needs a good soil and 
should be grown only on fer- 
tile soils or on soils that have 
ibeen properly fertilized. 


, 
Smaller Seeds 


The seeds of Sudan grass are 


smaller than those of 
small 


grain. They should be sown in 
a moderately firm, reasonably 
smooth seed bed. This grass 
should be sown with a grain 
drill or broadcast feeder at the 
rate of 30 to 35 pounds to the 
acre. Plant them three-fourths 
to one inch deep in heavy soils 
and one to one and one-half 
inches deep on lighter soils. 


Sudan grass should not be 


used as a companion crop for 
seeding of alfalfa and clovers. 
The heavy growth of the crop 
usually smothers the new seed- 
ings It is recommended to de- 
fer grazing until the plants are 
two to three feet tall. This 
eliminates the possibility 
of 


prussic acid poisoning and al- 
lows the plants to recover very 
'rapidly. 


It is only the young, short 


growth of grass which has been 
stunted by drought or retarded 
by lack of fertility that may

To further reduce the danger 


of acid poisoning, the

acid content of Sudan grass is 
not increased by freezing; how-

may develop new shoots which 
may cause poisoning. 


Sudan grass, in spite of its 


high yields and rapid growth 
does not materially reduce the 
crop producing power of the 
soil. Some of the nitrogen is 


I temporarily tied up by bacter- 
ia in the process of root decay. 


It is advisable to use a good 


application of barnyard manure 
on the crop that follows Sudan 
grass. For a complete and pro- 
ductive pasture season, Sudan 
grass may be the answer, es- 
pecially if your pastures are in 
short supply.

Anti-Semitisni Appears 


It was during the Hitler-Stalin 


alliance that anti-Semitism in 
Russia made itself tmost felt. 
This became particularly true 
when Russia took over millions 
of Jews who were living in east- 
ern Poland and in Bessarabia 
and Bukovina. Approximately 
3,000,000 Jews disappeared in 
Soviet 
Russia—vanished 
as 


though they had never existed. 
This cannot be blamed upon the 
Nazi; it was the Russian com- 
munists who did this job. 


Since the Stalin-Hitler alli- 


ance, Stalin became an open 
anti-Semite. 
This policy has 


been followed by Khrushchev 
more openly. 


What happened in the Ukraine
